Bicycle committee established

A committee has been established 
to propose bicycle regulations for the 
CSUS campus 

Ihe committee consisting of 
police, faculty and students — 1s using 
Umiversity of Califorma Davis bike 
regulations as a basis for the 
proposals 

After the proposed bike 
reguiations pass this committee they 
must be approved by CSUS President 
James Bond, the Municipal Court, the 
Distnct Attorney's office and the 
Chancellor for final approval 

According to the Calforma 
Vehicle Code, bikes are only allowed 
on the street or on bike paths. CSUS 
has only one bike path which runs 
down Jed Smith Dr., the rear entrance 
to the campus 

Lt Norm Scarr of the University 
Police. said there were once signs 
posted at each walkway prohibiting 
bikes The signs were torn down by 


vandals years ago and never replaced 

Scarr feeis there is a definite 
problem vith bikes on campus. “I was 
almost hit the other day while 
walking. I've had to dodge them lots of 
times.” said Scarr 

Scarr has heard of accidents on 
campus involving cars and bikers, and 
pedestnans and bikers) However 
none have been reported. he said 

One acadent involving a biker and 
motonst occurred the second day of 
school according to CSUS student 
Diana Souza 

Souza saia she was riding her bike 
on the sidewalk near the Hornet 
Bookstore when she was hit by 
graduate assistant Marc Kelley who 
was backing his car out of a driveway 
Souza's front wheel was bent and she 
suffered minor bruises 

Kelley said was hard to say 
whether he hit Souza or if they hit 
simultaneously 

Souza said she was riding her bike

When Newsome escorts a 7% - year 
old Italian immigrant to the bank to 
cash a $259 Social Security check. as- 
sists an old, cnppled black woman to 
the store, or zips the fly of a filthy, un- 
shaven drunk, he becomes the only 
human, tangible link many of the 
lenderloin’s elderly have to one of the 
few organizations which cares 
whether they live or die — the North 
of Market Senior Organization 
The North of Market Senior 
Organization was pulled together two 
years ago by Jean Mellor, who at 71 
displayed the compassion, energy and 
organizational ability necessary for 
the up - hill battle ahead At the time 
she was living in a small room ina 
hotel deep within the Tenderloin, and 
the conditions prompted her to begin 
discussions with other residents and 
acquaintances living in the district 
“We found very many old people. par- 
ticularly women, who were completely 
out of the stream of life, not associated 
with anything.” she explained. “And 
we had to bring them back to wanting 
to live, to taking care of their bodies.” 
Violent street crime has almost 
become a sport in the Tenderloin, and 
one of the area’s most popular games 
is purse - snatching. Eighty - year - old 
Jenny Heller. former secretary of the 
North of Market Senior 
Organization, was mugged four times 
in eight months. She complains 
bitterly about the lack of police foot 
patrols in the neighborhood 
Citywide, San Francisco Police 
statistics reveal 95 per cent of all 
muggers are juveniles, but in the 
fenderloin 80 per cent of the 
suspected purse snatchers are adults, 
most of them the area's transient 
residents: junkies and alcoholics

Organization to approach the state 
with a novel concept: take eight men 
off the weifare rolls and put them to 
work protecting and caring for the 
Tenderloin’s senior citizens. The price 
tag: $43,500. The state funded the pro- 
ject’s initial year with federal money 
available through the Comprehensive 
Education Training Act 

Jean Mellor is positive that active, 
political organizing of senior citizens

is the last tool the old have to heip pry 
open the doors of government. Those 
who have spent so many years dealing 
with life's joys and tragedies now, in 
their declining years, look not for 
hand - outs, but for simple respect 

“Seniors know more about 
themselves, their lives, their needs, 
their problems, and what they want 
done than anyone else.” savs Mellor 
“They may not always express it 
clearly. but they know what they have 
experienced.” 


Yelverton described the public 
safety concept being developed as 
“one where you develop professional 
levels of training in all of the in- 
dividuals in the department in areas 
which concern the safety of the public 
above and beyond the protection of 
lite and property” 

“We have developed curnculum 
which attempts to coordinate with the 
local medical authorities and the cam- 
pus health service. Each officer that 
operates a rescue vehicle will be cross 
trained as an ambulance attendant as 
well as a police officer.” said Yelver- 
ton 

The CSUS Police Department is a 
POST - approved department ac- 
cording to Yelverton. POST assures 
that officers have at least the 
minimum training, are qualified for 
employment, have had thorough 
background checks, and are stable in 
character 

The training of CSUS police of- 
ticers now includes study at a shentf’s 
academy The last four officers trained 
in this manner attended the San Ber- 
nardino Shentfs Academy and one of 
the CSUS officers, John Hamneck 
was selected to be class president 

Alter an officer ts hired for CSUS 
be is teamed up with a certified field 
otticer and works on campus for three 
months and is then sent to the sheriff's 
academy 

We teel that in this manner they 
are able to relate and interpret their 
(raining at the academy with the needs 
t the campus.” said Yeiverton. “The 
Uniqueness Of a UNiVersity Campus re- 
quires a high level of sensitivity and we 
teel they don’t lose sight of this while 
n basic trarming.” 

The department has also developed 
a computenzed crime report system 
Reports are transmitted, via a ter- 
minal in the department office to a 

tral computer on campus. Yelver- 
ton hopes that within a year the 
Chancellor's Office and other state 
campuses can be persuaded to join 
together in a system ~ wade computer 
network, providing easily retnevable 
data for ali campuses 

“With sufficient data we can obtain 
trends on certain types of crimes,” 
Yelverion emphasized “We can 
the retore adjust campus police protec- 
tion so we may act before, rather than 
after, the fact.” 

CSUS police are also involved in 
stress programs. Yelverton noted that 
as a result of external and internal 
stress police officers as a group are in 
the top three nationwide for divorce 
alcoholism, and suicide rates 

lo help in reducing these statistics 
the department sent 3% persons to 
workshops in Berkeley to obtain train- 
ing in bio - feedback, self - hypnosis, 
and alpha awareness techniques. Each 
officer was accompanied by their 
significant “other” wite, husband, 
bovinend, or girlfriend 

Everyone participating agreed that 
the sessions were beneficial and many 
said they hope to continue such train- 
ing according to Yeiverton 

The department 1s also planning to 
conduct expenmients in telemetry. Us- 
ing a control person and an ex- 
persmental person on patrol, 
telemetry will allow the monitoring of 
heart rate, respiration, and other 
physiologica! conditions to determine 
when stress occurs 





Anderson is deepiy devoted to the

The opening of the Book Depot 
as ended the long - time monopoly o 
the Hornet Bookstore at CSUS 
“We now have textbooks for 
simost SU per cent of the courses at 
CSUS” said Ron Baroni, owner and 
Manager of the new store 
Baroni obtains the used texts from 
students who return them. and trom 
the Follett College Book Company 
the Book Depot will buy textbooks 
throughout the semester 
“This is a great advantage for 
students.” said Baron: “They can 
return a textbook, say on the first of 
November, and get 50 per cent of the 
current Value oa a new copy back A 
week later however, that same book 
might hecome almost worthless 
hecause the publisher has just an 
nounced a new edition for the next 
The student who returned 
the book betore the announcement 


semester 


has benefited greatly.” 

The Hornet Bookstore also buys 
textbooks back during the semester 
but they never pay more than the 
wholesale pnee, 0-25 per cent. Only at 
the end of the semester will they pay 
hall the price of the current value of a 
new copy. That is. if the book will be 
used again the toilowing semester 

The Book Depot's prices are 
somewhat less than the Hornet 
Bookstore’s. Savings of up to 20 per 
cent can be realized because the Book 
Depot doesn't raise the pnce of used 
books when the price of new copies in-

Rec complex opening date in limbo

Opening day is still uncertain for 
the new $200,000 recreation complex 
tor dorm students 

John Heath. dorm housing direc- 
tor, said last week the new complex 
could be open within a couple of 
weeks. Yesterday, however. he called 
that prediction “strictly a guess.” 

I'm trying to find out when it'll be 
open,” he added. “but nobody seems 
to know.” 

Director of Campus Planning F.S 
Hutcheson also said the project 
should be finished 1n no jess than two 
weeks.” 

The project's contractor, Retnes 
Construction Company, has quite a 
different target date for completion 
Owner Paul Refnes said last week that 
dorm students might not be able to use 
the facility until Thanksgiving 
| hanksg'ving. 

The complex was _ originally 
scheduled to open in late August but, 


} 


due to a five - week electricians strike 
this summer, completion was delaved 
The major hangup now, according to 
Hutcheson, is the delivery and 
installation of gas heaters for the pro- 
jects two swimming pools 

Heaters were not in the original 
contract and as a result were ordered 
by the college Friday 

“It could take longer than two 
weeks.” Hutcheson said “Since we 
don't know whether the heaters might 
be delivered trom farther away than 
Los Angeles. we don't know how long 
it will take for them to arrive.” 

In addition to the heaters, Hut- 
cheson said some landscaping needs to 
be completed as well 

“We're still under the cognizance of 
the cortractor.” he said. “Because of 
insurance they don't want to open it 
until it belongs to the college.” 

Refnes says the current delay in 
completion ts “no fault of ours” and 
adds that dealing with governmental 
agencies can be “pretty slow.” 

When completed. Heath says the 


complex will house a 30 - by 60 - foot 
swimming pool, an 8'4 foot deep div 
ing pool, a “motel sized” electnc 
sauna. two lighted tennis courts and a 
recreation room. Everything will be 
free except for the lighted tennis 
courts which will cost a quarter for 
every twenty minutes of lighted play 

The area will be open only todorm 
students and their guests from & am 
to 10pm 


“But people will be able to swim 
later than that,” Heath adds. “We'll 
probably just lock the bathrooms to 
prevent any dam ges.” 


Heath also plans to have a tennis 
tournament, a swimnastics class and 
possibly a poolside dance in the near 
future 


In all, the project cost $218,000. 
but Heath explains that the construc- 
tion was not done cheaply 

“There was no cutting a lot of 
corners,” he says, “and cutting corners 
eventually catches up to you in 


maintenance costs.” 


Two corners were cutin the price of 
Originally 
there was to be only one large pool but 


the complex. however 
administrators found that it was 
cneaper to have two smaller pools. As 
well, before tilities commission ban 
on gas swimming pool heaters was 
recently lifted, the college was prepar- 
ing to purchase a $37,000 solar heating 
system for both pools. The gas heater 
system, which is about to be installed. 
will cost about $5.000 according to 
Cox 


Some dorm students aren't waiting 
around for either opening day or the 
new heaters. A few are reportedly scai- 
ing the project’s small fence late at 
night and testing the swimming pools 
for the rest of the dorms 


“It's really pice out there,” reports 
one midnight dipper, “but it’s really 
hard to hide when people walk by.”

itis only a matter of time before a pedestrian or a bicyclist 1s struck 
and killed by a car on the camps of CSUS, and every one of us will 
have to share in the responsibility for that tragedy 


A committee composed of police, students and faculty has recently 
begun studying the problems of hundreds of bicycles competing with 
thousands of pedestrians for space on our campus sidewalks, and we 
hope a solution to that problem - one that is fair to both walkers and 
will be recommended to President Bond soon. There 1s, 
however, the problem of reckless motorists, careless pedestrians and 
bold bicyclists that the university police can correct immediately 


cvclists 


It is necessary to spend only 30 minutes at the campus end of the 
Guy West Bridge any Monday, Wednesday or Friday morning, wat- 
ching the deadly game of chicken being played by motorists and 
pedestrians, to realize there’s a big problem. Pedestrians and cyclists 
cross the intersection as if there was an invisible wall protecting them 
from automobiles, and the drivers - late for classes and anxious to 
begin competing for a parking space - nose their way through the 
crosswalk narrowly missing those who have already parked their cars 
and have joined the opposition 


Why can’t the university police assign someone to direct traffic at 
that intersection during peak periods? If the university police can’t 
spare an officer, why not reassign one of the parking control officers

defamation to subtle rumor and mis - 
information. Sometimes it shows its 
face and at other times it hides behind 
good faith, ignorance or the 
ingenuousness of persons, 1¢. the 
student from Venezuela that is going 
to head the campaign against “my 
country” on campus, or the most 
respectable institutions like the
